THE OLD BUSINESS AT TH» OLD STAND.
Concerning the first meeting of the Repub¬

lican County Committee eine* the election,
which was held on Thursday evening, It might
be aufflclent to eay that if anybody like* that
sort of a mating it waa just about the em of
a meeting he would like. And yet it did de¬
velop certain Incidents and utterances which
may be worth consideration. In the first place,
not to defer a pleasure, we hasten to eay that
parts of the carefully prepared speech which
Chairman Quigg "had no idea of making*' were

highly becoming to a man placd as he is, and
IntrlnsltraTly sensible. Por example: "We must
"remember that a hundred thousand Repub¬
blicane are In no position to discipline a hundred
"thousand other Republicans. The remark has
"been made that you cannot Indict a State.
"You cannot" If Mr. Quigg had been more
familiar with the Englleh claries and bud quot¬
ed Burk« exactly."I do not know thm method
"of drawing up an indictment against a whole
"people".the citation would have fitted the ca.se
.till better. The chairman went on to say: "It
"la very clear to every fair-minded man that
"If the Republican party is going to win elec¬
tions, the Republicans who fought for Heth
"Low and the Republicans who fought for Gen¬
eral Tracy must be brought together. I am
"one of those who desire that they «hall be
"brought together. I will make every personal
"sacrifice.If there Is a personal sacrifice to be
"made.which can Induce them to come to-
"gether. The Republican party must be united
"again.·* Just what and how much this means
wo do not know. Perhaps Mr. Quigg himeclf
doe· not know. It haa already been Intimated
that he waa In a becoming mood on Thursday
evening, but It wae the subjunctive rather than
the Indicative mood. We hope that his declara¬
tion means everything which words bo weil
chosen ought to mean. We can only promise to
be as honest with hla future acts as we are with
his present utterancee, and for the time being
let It go at that.
Other Incidents of Thursday's meeting of the

County Committee are lees susceptible of a san

guiuo Interpretation, and notably the vulgar
and impudent clamor which greeted the speech
and resolutions of Mr. Yereance, a delegate from
the XXIXth Aeeombly District, of whose gross¬
ly fraudulent enrolment he has Intimate knowl¬
edge, proposing a scrupulous rectification of the
whole Republican enrolment by a competent
commute*·. Because the committee B11gge«tod
by Mr. Yereance contained the name of General
Aneon Ö. McCook, General Collis considered It
desirable to say: "I think the Republican party
"can do without all extranc,,un help, and I move
"that the resolutions be laid on the table." What
arrangements member« of the Republican ma¬
chine may have made for getting along without
help except from Tammany Hall, which could
acarcely be called extraneous, time will disclose;
but It occurs to ns that General Collie, Commis-

.loner of Public Works, who has kept the chief
streets of New-York in a horrible condition for

more than a year t0 t!ie ¡rifinite annoyance and

disgust of tüe whole population, is gotnu to need

all the help he can get from every quarter to

keep thla town from becoming too hot for him.

Leae noticeable, perhaps, than General Ool-

lls's supercilious rej,-c!l<in of extraneous help,
though more worthy of notice, Is the frnnk ad-

illusion contain«»«! in the report which was sub¬

mitted by Pos*m.-ist,-r Van Cott on behalf of
the Committee on Organization. Having cited
that arricio of the Constitution of the Repub-
llean County Committee which prescribe· that

j "if the Republican vote of may election district
"at a general election shall be less than the

"number of members borne upon the rolls of

"the association, Buch association ehall thereby
"be disqualified from representation in any con-

"ventlon, nnd tho gMOdftttn shall be dissolved,"
etc.. the Committee, on Organization reports that
"if the election of ??9? Is to be considered a
" 'general election', then almost every assocla-
"tlon in the city would be required to be <lls-
"Bolved." To a full appreciation of this candid
announcem-ant it Is essential to remember that
it is not a cat inadvertently let out of an 111-

guarded bag, but a formal avowal deliberately
made on tho highest authority. That being the
cane, it would seem to constitute a sufficient
warrant for such a drastic process of reorgan¬
ization as Mr. Yereance proposed to apply. But
the conclusions of the committee and the subse¬

quent rHj>oceedlnga of the meeting indicate that
no appropriate uso of it, with or without ex¬

traneous help, is to be made. On the whole, in

spite of Mr. Quigg'» smooth demeanor and apt
paraphrase of Burke, it appears to bo evi lent

that the Republican "Master" Intends to keep
on cheating the Republican party through tho
same old Republican machine. And Fineo that
le his Intention, this is as good a time as any
to let him try to carry it out.

??? CURRENCY DISCUSSION.
As Secretary Gase Is a prnctlcal man of

ability and extensive knowledge, It Is probable
that he does not expect Congress to adopt th«
currency plan which he proposes. No dotibt
he knows that the Senate, as constituted this

year «and next, cannot be brought to authorise
an Issue of bonds expr.-ssly payable, principal
and Interest, tn gold, no matter how clear or

great the saving would be. Nor c-an he expert
to convert this Congress to tho Idea that Inter¬
est-bearing bonds 6hould be issued In order to

taks up and hold Idle ln the Treasury $200,·
000,000 of the legal-tender notes.

In other circumstances the proposal might
prove of value !n promoting a consolidation of
the sound-money strength upon a definite policy.
But Secretary Gage, no doubt, becsm9 aware,
during tho last session of Congress, that a con¬

siderable number of earnest defend.·. of sound
money would not consent to an issue of bonds
for retirement of part of the legal tenders,
either ln order to make room for moro bank¬
note or for eccurlty against gold raids oa Um
Treasury. There are also many who offer ob¬
jections to any issue of banknote» against mer¬

chandise or credits, and not secured by bonds
deposited.
On the ground of expediency, there is likely

to be yet more division. Many defenders of
sound money think tt not wise to attempt to
formulate a definite changa at a time when, in
their opinion, no desirable charge can bo ac¬

complish^ and when nothing ln the condition
of the finance« renders a change imm«»d!ately
necessary. Th-y consider that the currency is
safe now, and ture to be for som s time to come,
and that any artrument in favor of a change
must begin ¿7 raising doubts of Its soundness,
and dwelling upon dangers which are at all
events not present and aro beyond tiie reach of
present remedies, but -which cannot be urged as

a reason for new measuree wit'.out giving a

weapon to the advocate« of Silver coinage or

free State banking, and impairing to a gr«*ater
or less extent the confidence which 11 so essen¬

tial to prosperity. These- R»publ'.cnns would
prefer (unwisely, if you please) not to attempt
now what cannot bo done now, but to leavo tbe
country undisturbed to Increase month by
month its confidence In the soundness of the
curre_cy and In the wisdom of the Repuhlienn
National policy.
Between those who find objections to details

proposed and those who hold it unwise to agi¬
tate until the party has the. power to act, tiie
sound-money forco will hardly bo able to show
Its full strength ln support of the Secretary.
The silver men and Demócrata will bo quick to
take advantage of this state of tilings, and will
seek the prestige of defeating a measure pro¬
posed by the Administration. It (-.«-eins, thetO·
fore, too much to hope that either Secretary
Gage's or any other broad and comprehensive
6-cheme can be «carried through the present Con¬
gress.
Because we cannot do all we would, shall wo

therefore do nothing? President IfcKlnlej
may be expected to answer that question ln his
annual Message. If to be done, It Is his place
to do it, not only as head of the party ln
power, but as President of the United States.
But Major McKinley is essentially a practical
statesman. He believes in attempting thins«
that can be done. If he does not recommend
an eanv-st. effort for the whole of Secretary
Gage's plan, or for some other equally com¬

prehensive, we imagine, that he may ho expected
to recommend at least sti-m Step· ns ho thinks
It now possible to take. We irnngin-». too, that
they may prove not only practicable, but serious
ami highly beneficisi.

CLOSING IN UPON CHINA.
Germany hae invaded China. That is the

news from Shan-Tung. The second port of that
province, and one of the chief ports and naval
stations on the ChioegQ coast of the Yellow
Sea, has been forcibly occupied by QgnMfl
ships and troops, apparently with tbe intention
of pOBBQBBlng it permanently. The ostensible
reason for this action by Germany is tbe recent
munler of two Roman Oatbolle missionari*·· by
a Chinese rnob ln the villago of Ghang-Klo·
Chuang, ln that province. Tiie provocation to
action was undoubtedly a stifftalent one. it Is
tho duty of a government to protect its sub¬
jects or citizens, and to eiaot the fullest possi¬
ble reparution for injuries or death Inflicted
upon them. But the present mod·· of proced¬
ure is certainly an unusual one, and seems to
Indicate some ulterior motives. It does not ap¬
pear that Germany has exhausted, even If the
has tried, the usual methods of obtaining re¬
dress. She has simply seized one of tho moot
available· and most valuable Chinese ports, and
is sending thither munitions and stores, as if
for permanent occupation, wh!<h, Indeed, tbe
Chlueso themselves eeem to take for granted
She intends.
The general condition of affairs in China en¬

courages the suspicion that such is Qermany't
intention, and that Klao-Chau will presently be
transformed into .1 sort of German Hong-Kong.
The time seems to be at hand for nt least an
attempt at the partitloiiiiig of China. Already
Kuropean Powers talk about their "sphere· of
Influencer* there, exactly as th.*y «io about
Africa. Itussia has ectabllshcd a virtual pro-
tectorate over Manchuria and the eastern part
of Mongolia. France claims paiamomi· rights
ln the soutluni provinces bordering upon 'ion
quin. Gnat Britala has aecared the opening
of the Wcet Blrer« ami is poebiog Into Y1111-
Nan and Ke-Chuen from llurmali. Then II
little room for wonder, then, If Germany also
wants a hand In the division of tho mighty
spoils. She is entitled to recognition for her

consideratene« ln selecting a place remote from
those eelred by the other Powere, She avoids
poaching upon their preserves, and strikes into
«n entirely new and unclaimed field. If China
ii inileod to be partitioned, now or hereafter,
Germany assuredly has as good a right to take
her share as any other Power.
What Japan will think of it is not yet taken

Into account, though she Is obviously much cou-

cerned. The Chinese are, said to believe that
Klno-Clinu Is to bo used as the base of opera¬
tions In an attack upon Japan by Germany,
Russia and Prance, and ar· therefore recon¬
ciled to the sclzuro of tho place. Tho idea Is a

fantastic one, though It has a little justification
In the fact that those three« Powers did unite
to compel JHpan to modify tho treaty of 81-
monosekl. Rut apart from nny such considera¬
tion, Germany's occupation of Klao-Chau must
be regarded with disfavor by Japan. It forms
another obstacle to that control of the Yellow
Sea at which the Island Empire alme. It brings
another Power within Interested distance of
Corea, and thus diminishes Japan'e chan<**ea of
ever getting possession of the latter country,
though of all nations ehe has Incomparably
the beet title thereto. It places, moreover, an¬

other serious barrier b«*tween Japan and the
Chinese capital, at which in some future war

rho might want to etrlk«», Thnt Japan will be
able to make any effective protest against Ger¬
many's action Is, however, not probable. She
is already busy as she can be, preparing for
what is so generally regarded as the inevitable
conflict with Russia, She Is hurrying work on

her navy with all possible energy, aud Russia
Is In llko manner pushing her Siberian railroad
to completion. It will add inestimable interest
to that conflict, If It really comes, to have Ger-
many also in tho scene nt Klao-Chan.

An Interesting report about Speaker Reed hau

been revived within a day or two. The etory
¡s that Mr. Reed does not care to prolong his
career in Congress, and Is coming to New-York
to live; not because ho is tired of public life, but
because he see· hero opportunities to gratify
a larger ambition than a Congressman from
Maine, even though he may be able to com¬

mand the great office of speaker from any Re¬
publican House, «mn rcaáonably cherish. It Is
represented, ln brief, that he wants to be Pres¬
ident of the United .States, and believes a New-
Yorker of about his eine has a fair chance to
carry off that splendid prize ln tho not distant
future; that he understands Just how earnestly
the Republican party of tTils State demands a

lender capable of enlisting its loyal support
ln the promotion of Bound principles and poli¬
cies, and considers himself equal to the task
and not undeserving of the honor. It Is repre¬
sented lncld'-ntally also tliat New-York has great
attractions for him as a place of residence and
professional activity, that he has already estab¬
lished important connections here, and that
friends are urging him to Identify himself with
the metropolis of tho United States at the mo¬

ment of its expansion into the second city of
tlie world.
Speak-r Reed is quoted, how accurately wo

do not know, as saying that there is no present
foundation for the report; and yet it is not Im¬
probable that ho has '«-It himself drawn toward

PROGRESS HALTING SPECULATION.
It is not exactly wise at tías time to take the

current notions of tiie room traders ln the Stock
Rxehange as the mature«! convictions of the
business world. The traders are trying to catch
moro profits by guessing the course of price« |n
particular stocks from hour to hour. Tho in¬
clination to get up panics aboflt nothing has re-

poatedly made them BOCm like children to tho
larger men, wlio try to IPSOBOIS the business of
the country end to buy when it improves. But
even of the* larger, operatori BOt many seem to
be aware that in certain stages of progress
toward better things the market for BCCOtltlca
li naturally at odds w,th the general ??ß??? of
business outside of Wall Btiaat

In a time of industrii«I d.'pression the surplus
money of capitalists is largely targeted in B*
Cnrltlea, Recovery will eome sooner or Inter
and with it profits, and on most stocks or bonds
in the mean time some Interest, but tho money
cannot be carried ln the vest pocket, and can
gain Bdtbeff Interest nor profit lu a safo deposit.
Lending on call or time to those who want to
buy securities is one way of employing Idle
money, but men who have little spare time often
choose to buy the securities ttninselves and wait
for their profits. Thus the stock market In
times of gemerai depression of industries nnd
trade becomes the place of deposit for many
millions of capital which owners are not yet
ready to employ otherwise.
Wh'-n better times appear there Is immediate

withdrawal of money fur actlYC use in trade,
but this Is rela'ively a small matter. The men
of resources are at on«*e on the lookOOt for op¬
portunities lo employ large sums more profit
ably. The countless applications for loans or
investments ln new undertakings, which have
for years been dismissed without consideration,
they suddenly begin to examine, if exception¬
ally good opportunitie· are found, capital Is
quickly pledged) and if great sums ar«· needed
they are easily raised by essodation of several
who have been waiting In like manner. Con¬
tracts are dosed involving heavy expenditures
in buildings, construction or other development-·
in coming months, but meanwhile the market
for se.-urltlirs feels the impube of coming pros¬
perity and prices rise. Traders, small and large,
are ln has;.· to get a shan* of the profils and
buy at advancing Sgarsa Then it Is that the
capitalisti who have planned large InreStment·
begin to take their profits on the rising eeenri·
ties, and to put their m ney Into mor«* penna-
nent employment. Gradually they sell stocks

end expend the money In opening mines, erect¬
ing buildings, extending railroads, building
ships, putting up costly manufacturing works
and developing the properties for which they
hnvo contracted. All tills Involves withdrawal
of millions from spoliation ln securities, not
for ? day or two. but for years. Its necessary
result is that the speculative market haa to

carry more stocks, while the millions withdrawn
for investment are no longer available. A halt
ln the advance of prices, a general readjustment
of holdings until lecorltlee find buyers who aro

willing to wait for something more than a frac¬

tional profit, naturally precede any further sus-

hllned advance.
In this way the certainty of general prosper¬

ity and the preparation of capital to take part
in it necessarily operate for the time against the
men who aro waiting for prices of securities to

advance. General business grows better, but

capital dOTOted to speculation ln stocks do-
Creaeee because the greater and permanent gains
to be derived from new Investments are more

attractive. Darnings show steady increase, and
would Justify steadily advancing prices of se¬

curities, but the men who have pledged their
millions to var. »us new enterprises are selling
and not baying In tl«- stock market If aio-
man wishes to realize how this works, let him
consider where great capitalista aro finding
money for fleets of steamers on the lakes, for
new railroads to transport iron ore, for now

Iron works and other manufacturing establish¬
ments by the score, for the purchasing of mines

costing many millions, for the erection of sugar
refinería· and coffee establishments-, for the ex¬

tension of electric railway plants ln every di¬
rection, for the buying of gas plants and stocks
ln many elf.*«, for the building of many hun¬
dred lofty structures and the extension and im¬
provement of railway lines. These capitalists
have not been carrying all th«-lr millions idle
ln their vest pockets. They take their money
out of temporary Investments ln other forms
Wbfi the? decide upon Investment in various

prodocUfg enterprises. Thus It Is that the very
expansion Of productive industry, which affords
the highest encouragement to the buyer of se¬

curities, also forms for a time the most effective
hindrance to the realisation of his hopes of
profit While he is buying, many millions of
capita] are going out of the market for securities
for the developnmnt of productive industry.
Tn the end that development will render all se¬

curities more valuable. Hut the millions which
go Into creative enterprises also secure their
profit^ and contribute powerfully to the gen¬
eral prosper!·}· of the Nation.

OLD MASTERS.ANNOUNCEMENTS.
Fritz Thaulow la a Norwegian painter who waa

fist Introduced to the American publie five or six
years ago, and who haa from time to time appearedln the galleries uptown ever Blnce, winning always
warm admiration. Neverthelesa. he Is not among
the foreign painters who are really familiar here,
and tho exhibition of his pictures at the gallery of
L. Crist Delmonlco will be gladly visited. It con¬
tains a score of landscapes and river scenes, some
of the latter having been painted along the banks
of the Seine. Thaulow haa lived ln Paris for eome
years. Ho haa never sacrificed, however, to tho
conventions of that city. On the contrary, he has
retained his Northern originality, and preserve« a
freshness In his art which is one of Its first clslms
upon our attention. His style is broad and dlrect-
Hls color Is, as it happens, confined to a quiet
grayish scale, but this has not meant that he has
devoted hlm'clf to the gray atudlo light so com¬
mon In French painting. He haa worked from
nature, and haa the light of the open air In hla
pictures, a light which eaves hlB grayness from
monotony and gives vitality to all his work. It la
delightful to see how he gets the truth» which bo
occupy the Impressionistic^ echool, without falling
Into any of the anarea of that echool. "The Seine
In Paris; Snowing," has exactly the kind of at-
mospherlo eubtlety which Monet and his imitators
yearn to secure, but there Is no impressionistic
exaggeration or Inaccuracy ln this picture. It has
tho repose and sweetness of a landscape by one of
the Barblzon painters, and, over and above all this
It has the marks of a striking Individuality. Thau¬
low has made a special study of snow scen«'s and
of troubled waters. His winter land-*cupee and
studies of swtft-flowlng rivers or atream« rippled
by water fowl are lovingly rendered, and, bcsldea
their truth, they have an Indubitable charm. Al¬

together, the exhibition makes ue better acquainted
with an artist of distinguished merits, ono whose
bold and straightforward art la put at the service
of a genuine Inspiration.
At the Durand-Ruel Gallery there may be seen

an Important group of old masters, Including Van

Dyck, Hals, Sir Joshua, Pourbus and some early
Italians. The Van Dyck pictures are two portraits
of Charlea I and Henrietta Maria respectively,
both «no examples of his elegance and precision.
The portraits of Anne of Austria and Elizabeth of
France by Pourbus are ln the arenalo atyle which
makes him seem always artificial and thin, but In
which there are elements of qualntnese and distinc¬
tion full of a curious attraction. The Hals por¬
traits, representing a Dutch gentleman and bla

wife, are etrong and characteristic, but they lack
the nervoua quality and the brilliancy which be¬
long to the painter ln hla best moments. A por¬
trait of the ycung Duo de Bourgogne by Mignard
U Imposing In Its courtliness and gorgeou« color,
though It har. the artist's usual hollowness of ln-

llectual meaning. A festive canvae given to
V.'atteau completes the list of French picture· It
Is sparkling at ono or two points, but tn the main
